which opens ou Murphy avenue, was 
closed r.ud a notice posted prohibiting 
school 
children 
from crossing 
the 


grounds, as they have been accus- 
tomed to for tho past several months. 


By barring tho children from the 


hospital grounds It will be necessary 
for them to walk nearly two squares 
out of their way to reach the Third 
Ward school. While the hospital au-. 
thoritles would make no statement 
concerning thu closing of the walk 
through. Uielr grounds it is presumed 
that the youngsters were too boister- 
ous and annoyed tho patients. 


About two years ago Council took 


up the matter of opening Tenth street. 
Borough Engineer J. B. Hogg at the 
time ran lines for the proposed thor- 
oughfare. ' Hearings were held and 
for a time It seemed that action might 
be taken. It was Impossible, however, 
to socxiro a suitable right of way from 
Fayotte street to Murphy avenue. The 
matter -was then dropped and no ac- 
tion has since been taken. 


Owing to the 
curious crooks and 


turns In the streets on the Pinnacle, 
there" la no cross-town thoroughfare 
east of C-Jttage avenue. This street 
runs from Fatrvlew avc.nue to Slurphy 
avenue, but Is paved only Crom F-alr- 
vIew^aen.u'3 to Main street.

el.to street to Murphy avenue, but It 
Is almost impassable in bad weather 
between Main and Fayctle streets.

For the residents

Francis avenues there Is only one way 
to roach the do-Tvnloivu section of the 
borough and that is by wny of Eighth 
street.

H t>io 
Include* fifteen Mondays. *on which 
d»'ys night sessions are held, but as* a 
rule these night sessions nro devoted 
to the Introduction ot new bills and ar- 
guments upon resolutions which have 
gone over under the rules. These ar- 
guments are nearly always of a parti- 
can nature and nre productive ot lllttt 
or nothing so tar as legislation l« con- 
cerned.

Pres- 
ident Francis Feehan of the Pittsburgh 
district, representing the miners nnd 
who vn>» a member of the commission, 
has not yet approved the bill. He con- 
tends that If the measure Is enacted It 
will add an additional ten cents to the 
cost ot tnlnlng coal and he ;ls not cer- 
tain an to where that burden would 
fall. He In fearful that the miners 
themselves might ultimately be called 
upon to boar It and In this view of the 
cnse he Is supported by many other 
conl turners.
